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Mikulski Leads Democratic Sweep; 
70% of Voters Approve Question 6

On a beautiful fall day, 
Greenibelters went to the 
polls in large numbers to 
cast their vote for President, 
other offices and on ballot 
questions. Most waited in 
long lines to vote. City resi¬ 
dents gave large votes to the 
Democratic Party ticket of 
Bill Clinton and A1 Gore, Jr. 
for President and Vice- 
President, Barbara Mikulski 
for Senator and Steny Hoyer 
for Congressman. 

This year, Mikulski led the 
ticket in Greenbelt, capturing 
78,3 percent of the vote. In the 
Presidential contest Clinton/Gore 
obtained 62.8 percent of the vote 
with Bush/Quayle gaining 24.3 
percent and independent candi¬ 
date Ross Perot receiving 12 
percent. In the Fifth Congres¬ 
sional District race, Hoyer gain¬ 
ed 69.2 percent of tlhe votes cast 
The Democratic ticket carried ;1ie 
county as well, with A] Wynn 
carrying the other congressional 
district within the county. (For 
Greenbelt results, see page 2.) 

The Clinton-Gore team’s 62.8 
percent vote here foresaw the 
broader win that put tlhe Demo¬ 
crats back in the White House 
after 12 years. In Maryland, 
Glinton received 50 percent, Bush 
36 percent and Perot 14 percent. 
Nationwide Clinton received 43 
percent. Bush 38 percent and 
Perot 19 percent. Bush’s 24.3 
percent tally in Greenbelt drop¬ 


ped from a vote of 40.9 percent 
four years ago. 

Mikulski won easy re-election 
in the U.S. Senate over Alan 
Keyes, by 78-3 percent to 21.7 
percent in Greenbelt. 79 per¬ 
cent in the county and 71 per¬ 
cent statewide. 

Hoyer’s margin of victory over 
Larry Hogan, Jr,, 53 percent to 
44 percent in the newly drawn 
District 5 was much narrower 
than in Hoyer’s several previous 
races. 


Questions 

GreenbeIters voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly for the new abortion law, 
question No. 6 on the ballot by 
more than a two to one margin. 
Across the state, the margin was 
less, 62 percent to 38. On the 
local level. Greenibelters voted 
against two of the four county 
proposals, helping the county- 
wide defeat of proposals for tax 
limitations and delaying the bud¬ 
get schedule. Two were approv¬ 
ed: proposals to establish a coun¬ 
ty contingency fund and to lim¬ 
it terms for county council and 
executive, Greenbelters, as well 
as county and state voters 


supported all six of the state 
referedum questions and re¬ 
elected all judges up for re- 
election. 

Turnout 

The turnout of 83 percent of 
registered voters was far above 
that of recent elections: the 1988 
election with 79.8 percent and the 
1984 and 1980 elections with 76-4 
percent and 76.1 percent. The 
county turnout. 79 percent was 
also a record high. Across the 
nation 104-000,000 voters trekked 
to the polls. 


Jammed 

A problem with a voting ma¬ 
chine jamming in the middle of 
the day at the Greenbelt East 
precinct. 21-13, resulted in votes 
on state question No. 6 and 
county questions C and D being 
difficult to tally. As a result, 
these votes will be subject to 
further review by the Board of 
Elections. This precinct’s vote 
count was also delayed because 
the last voter to cast a ballot 
left the polling place at 9:15 
p>m., more than an hour after 
the polls closed.

The site and landscape 
plans for the Greenspring XI 
development were approved 
by the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil at its October 26 regular 
meeting. Council also heard 
from city employee William 
Holland who participated in 
the relief efforts in Florida 
following Hurricane And¬ 
rew. 

Relief Efforts 

Communications Specialist Wil¬ 
liam Holland shared with coun¬ 
cil a description of his efforts 
with the American Red Cross 
in the Homestead, Florida area 
in the wake of Hurricane An¬ 
drew. Holland spent three weeks 
delivering food to storm victims- 
He is the Chairman of the Dis¬ 
aster Committee for the Prince 
Georges County Chapter of the 
American Red Cross and a mem¬ 
ber of that organization’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Board. Holland was part 


of a group of volunteers that 
served approximately 3,000 meals 
during their stay. 

Holland described the devasta* 
tion in south Florida where even 
those trees that were still stand¬ 
ing had been stripped of their 
leaves and bark. Because of the 
near complete razing of all land¬ 
marks. it became very difficult 
to find specific locations. He told 
of navigating by planes on ped¬ 
estals. Locations were described 
in terms of blocks away from 
the plane that was still on its 
pedestal, the one that was part¬ 
ly down and the one that was 
completely down. 

Holland was given adminis¬ 
trative leave by the city govern¬ 
ment to participate in the relief 
effort. The council members ex¬ 
pressed their admiration of hi 3 
efforts and congratulated him on 
his upcoming wedding. 

At the October 13 meeting, 
Holland had received special 
recognition from the City Mana¬ 


ger and City Council for his 
relief work. 

Pathway Needed? 

Greenspring II i s planned as 
a development of 90 single fam¬ 
ily homes located on property 
adjacent to Good Luck Road on 
both sides of Hanover Parkway. 
Council recommended approval of 
the plans to the Prince Georges 
Planning Board on a 4-1 vote 
with council member Rodney 
Roberts opposed. Council includ¬ 
ed a recommendation that an 
additional path be included in 
the plans. 

This path was the main issue 
of contention during the discus¬ 
sion. The Advisory Planning 
Board recommended its inclusion, 
as it had during the preliminary 
plan of subdivision during which 
Hie lot lines were determined. 
The county Planning Board did 
not include the patih in the final 
plan. As a result, no provision

Morrises Celebrate 
Golden Anniversary 

Sunday, November 1, marked 
the fiftieth wedding anniversary 
of Dr. Joseph Anthony (Tony) 
and Ruth Morris of 23 Ridge Rd.

Dr. Morris, a virologist, retired 
from the Food and Drug Admini¬ 
stration where he served as Chief 
Virologist-Slow, Temperate and 
Latent Virus Division. He worked 
previously at the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health. 

Dr. Morris gained national rec¬ 
ognition in 1976 when he opposed 
then President Gerald Ford’s de¬ 
cision to immunize every Amer¬ 
ican citizen as a means to combat 
swine flu. The vaccine recom¬ 
mended for this purpose was 
consequently implicated in many 
deaths. After retiring. Dr. Mor¬ 
ris served as consultant to vic¬ 
tims who sought compensation 
from drug companies responsible 
for producing the vaccine. 

Ruth Morris is familiar to those 
in 'Greenbelt who take an interest 
in physical fitness and senior cit¬ 
izen activities. She has instruct¬ 
ed exercise groups and, along with 
her husband Tony, is an active 
member of the Great Greenbelt 
Volksmaroh (Walking) Oluto. 
Ruth is a longtime supporter and 
organizer of activities at the 
Greenbelt Recreation Center. A 
true “booster” of Greenbelt, she 
and her neighbors recently sub¬ 
mitted a winning plan to beautify 
the entrance bo their court.

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GHI Trims Budget Slightly, 
Member Fees to Increase

Promising a “hold the line ,, budget for 1993, Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. Manager Ron Colton walked the Board of Direc¬ 
tors through the proposed budget at the October 8 GHI 


njeeting. Colton said that the 
would allow GHI to keep its 
small improvements. He said 
on capital improvements and 
grams. 

Again at tihe October 22 meet¬ 
ing the budget was the main 
item of business. The Board of 
Directors trimmed some $33,000 
from the budget at its third 
reading. If the proposed budget 
is adopted, members’ monthly 
charges will increase an average 
of 4.6 percent. The revised bud¬ 
get will be presented at the No¬ 
vember 5 Board of Directors’ 
meeting and adopted at the 
meeting on November 19. 

Budget 

\kt slighty over $1.6 million 
maintenance and improvement Is 
the single largest item in the 
GHI budget, reflecting the im¬ 
portance of repairs to the aging 
infrastructure of the GHI homes 
and the value of preventive main¬ 
tenance programs. GHI is in the 
seventh year of a preventive 
maintenance program, financed 
from current operating budgets. 
The preventive maintenance pro¬ 
gram has been cost-effective. 
Colton reports, with after hours 


budget of $6,663,465 for 1993 
programs in place and make 
GHI would continue to focus 
preventive maintenance pro- 

calls for emergency service 
down. 

Another major expense is real 
estate taxes at $1.59 million. 
GHI budgeted for a significant 
increase in property taxes due 
to reassessment. GHI will ap¬ 
peal the assessment and ex¬ 
pects some relief. Real es¬ 
tate taxes rose from 1.4 million 
in 1992. There was no projected 
increase in the approximately 
$200,000 budgeted for trash col¬ 
lection, but the future effective¬ 
ness of recycling will determine 
whether this cost will change. 

GHI projects some savings on 
insurance in 1993. Expenditures 
for insurance premiums are 
down in 1993, since GHI has ex¬ 
perienced favorable loss ratios 
and realized some savings by 
combining most policies under 
one carrier. 

The 1993 proposed budget calls 
for approximately $1 million for 
administration, board, committee 
and membership expenses. Ov^r

LEAF COLLECTION PROGRAM 


The city's leaf 
collection program will 
begin the week of 
November 9. Temporary 
signs, advising of when 
leaves are to be collected, 
will be placed at all major entrances of areas to be 
collected. 

In the detached housing neighborhoods, such 
as Boxwood, residents should place their leaves at 
the edge of their property next to the street. 
LEAVES SHOULD NOT BE PLACED IN THE 
GUTTERS. Placing them in the gutters may cause 
the storm drains to clog. Leaves should also be kept 
away from fire hydrants so as not to conceal them. 

In the Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) areas, 
leaves should be bagged and kept in the yard. City 
crews will collect the leaves from each individual 
yard. ONLY LEAVES should be placed in these bags 
as they will be used for leaf compost. Any other 
materials, such as brush or rocks, should not be 
included. 

The Greenbelt City leaf program will continue 
for as long as the weather permits. As one area is 
completed and another one started, the signs will be 
relocated. As much advance notice will be provided 
as possible.

half of the expenditure is for 
payroll and fringe benefits for 
staff. Postage, temporar help, 
legal services, office equipment, 
utilities and a number of other 
expenses completed this cate¬ 
gory. 

To increase income the Board 
voted to raise garage rents by 
$1 a month and to increase the 
resale administration costs by 
an inflation factor of 3.7 per¬ 
cent. The Board also voted on 
October 22 to reduce costs by 
about $33,000 by reducing pay¬ 
roll costs, reducing parking lot 
repairs slightly, and other minor 
adjustments. The net effect of 
these changes reduced average 
member charge increase from 5.3 
percent to 4.6 percent. 

Members’ Charges 

On average* members’ charges 
will increase by 4-6 percent in 
1993- Proposed increases are 4.3 
percent for frame hemes, 5.2 per¬ 
cent for masonry units, and 2.9 
percent for the larger homes. The 
Board of Directors recently sim¬ 
plified the method for allocating 
costs to its three budget classes 
and to individual units. Each 
member’s operating charges with 
the particular budget class will 
increase by the same percentage. 
Over the past few years, charges 
for the three dasses of homes 
had increased disproportionally 
due to differences in real estate 
tax increases and capital im¬ 
provement programs. Overall, 
masonry homes had the largest 
increase due to the more costly 
improvement programs that have 
now been completed- 

1993 Programs and Projects 

In the presentation of the 
1993 budget, Colton described the 
proposed activities under main¬ 
tenance and improvement to be 
the most important activities 
that the staff performs. About

50 percent of the Maintenance 
Department’s staff is spent cn 
corrective maintenance and re¬ 
pair; the other half is allocated 
to replacement and improvement 
programs- inspections and fee for 
service work. The major mainten¬ 
ance- replacement and improve¬ 
ment programs will focus on 
frame porch roofs and decks, 
trim painting, tree replacement, 
parking lot repair and sealing, 
masonry trim; masonry building 
repairs, sewer main replacement, 
replacing water heaters, frame 
home roofs, and owned garage 
roofs and doors. GHI also plans 
to make a wheelchair accessible 
restroom in the Administration 
Building and to arrange for an 
architectural study to identify 
essential repairs to the exterior 
and necessary modernization and 
energy conservation measures fo: 
the interior of the building. 

jStaff plans additional improve¬ 
ments in the computer systems 
of the corporation, with further 
integration of the data bases- The 
M ermber Services Department will 
work with the Architecture and 
Environment Committee to plan 
a series of workshops on garden¬ 
ing, yard improvements and simi¬ 
lar activities. A survey of mem¬ 
bers’ needs is planned in 1993. 
GHI hopes to gain a better un¬ 
derstanding of both individual 
and community needs and ateo 
to identify those who can volun¬ 
teer services to others. It will 
then use this information to de¬ 
velop a method of linking mem¬ 
bers with the various govern¬ 
ment social service providers and 
help organize a volunteer sup¬ 
port network.

GHI Member Ben Elkins raised 
a potential health problem from 
moisture trapped near the GHI 
units by over-hanging trees and 
close shrubbery. Maintenance Was 
directed to check on the problem 
Management reported j^at ap¬ 
proximately $25-000 was spent 
on tree trimming this year and 
that for every tree one person 
wants to trim another member 
wants to keep as is.

was made in the lot boundaries 
for the path. 

City Director of Planning 
Celia Wilson recommended 
against adding the path at this 
stage. She said it would benefit 
relatively few homeowners and 
that a six-foot path would be 
just 10 feet from the corner of 
the closest home. With land¬ 
scaping, this could be reduced 
further. 

J. Davis, chair of the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
argued in support of the path, 
which would support direct ac¬ 
cess to Hanover Parkway from 
the northernmost portion of the 


property. Davis felt that the path 
would benefit many of the de¬ 
velopment’s (homeowners. She 
admitted that people buying 
homes near the path might see 
it as an intrusion on their prop¬ 
erty. 

When council member Edward 
Putens moved approval of the 
developer’s plan, council mem¬ 
ber Thomas White proposed an 
amendment requiring the ad¬ 
dition of the path recommended 
by APB. This amendment passed 
on a 3-2 vote with Putens and 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld opposed. 
Both stated that their votes re¬ 
flected their concerns about plac- 
ing the path so close to the 


houses. 

When council voted on the 
amended plan, Roberts voted no- 
He objected to plans to clear 
most of the 27-acre property of 
trees. He said such a plan was 
“going backwards in time” and 
urged saving as many trees as 
possible. 

Ken Berg, Vice President or 
Land Development of Richmond 
American Homes said that the 
property would be cleared in 
stages as development proceeds. 
With the exception of a swath 
through the property for utility 
construction, the land will be 
divided into four to five sections 
with each section cleared and 
built as sales warrant. This is 
being done primarily for finan¬ 
cial reasons, to reduce the 


amount of money tied up in bond¬ 
ing and to improve overall cash 
flow of the development. 

While Berg agreed that houses 
with mature trees are worth 
more than trees on cleared lots, 
he said that the engineering and 
grading practicalities prevent the 
company from saving many trees 
in the interior of the property. 
However, he argued that they 
had saved the most substantial 
stand of trees. 

The city does not have the 
power to approve or force 
changes in the site and land¬ 
scape plan. That power rests 
with the county government. 

Legislation 

Council introduced two ordi¬ 
nances for first reading. One 
would revise the city code to
